Without record evidence, but from data gathered; John Price 
was born in the county of Montgomery, or possibly Brecknock, 
Wales, in the year 1584. 

He became, after the massacre at Jamestown, a man of im- 
portance in the Colony, and was one of the eleven counsellors with 
Sir Francis Wyatt in the provisional government when the Lon- 
don Company was dissolved. His name appears with thirty-two 
athers in an appeal to the King, Charles L of England, June, 1625, 
(DeJarnette papers, Virginia State Library.) aa 

Jt is easy to find the record of an emigrant, if he was of noble 
lineage and belonged to the important gentry of Britain, so you 
will find the names of John Price, his first wife Mary, with their 
sons, Wiliam and Matthewes; then Ann the second wife of John 
Price and their daughter Mary. ; ens 

I refer to a few authorities as to their arrival at Jamestown: 
‘John and Mary Price, Emigrants, came to Henrico County, 1620, 


‘with one son named William. This son William Price was living at 


College Land, near Jamestown, in 1623 and there raised a fam- 
ily.’’—(Burke’s History of Virginia.) ‘‘Muster of the inhabi- 
tants of the Corporation of Charles Citee, Feb. 24, 1624. Muster 
of John Price: John aged 40, ship Starr in May, 1620. Ann his 
wife aged 21, ship Francis Bonaventure in August, 1620. Mary, a 
child, 3 months.’’—(Hottens Original List, p. 203.) ‘‘The Muster 
of John Price appears in the census of 1624. He lived at the Neck 
of Land in Charles City County, was aged 40, and came in the 
Ann in May, 162—. Ann his wife aged 21, came in the Francis 
Bonaventure in April 1620. Their daughter Mary was aged 3 
months. Two years later, in 1626. this same man John Price, 
owned 100 acres of land at or near the falls of James river,””— 
(Virginia Historical Magazine, edited by William G. Stanard, 
No. 15, page 363.) ‘‘In the Muster of the inhabitants of Virginia, 
January 23, 1624, is that of John Price, aged 40 years, who came in 
the Starr in May, 1620, Ann, his wife, aged 21, who came in the 
Francis Bonaventure, August, 1620, Mary, a child aged 3 months. 
John Price had received a patent of 150 acres of land in Henrico 
County m 1620,’"—~-(Manuscript written by Mr. R. A. Brock of 
the Southern Tlistorical Society, Richmond, Virginia.) ‘William 
Price, a son of John and Mary the Emigrants, was born in Wales 
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and was about nineteen years old when he came over to Virginia. 
His descendants lived in Gloucester, Middlesex, and other East- 
ern Counties. The second wife of John Price was named Ann 
Mathewes, and as there was a Samnel Mathewes in Jamestown 
about that time, I see no reason to doubt. Another son of John 
Price was Mathewes, who had three sons. John Price, after his 
second marriage, moved and settled in Wenrico County, Virginia.”’ 
—Manuscript written by Mrs. Eva Grant Maloney, Craig City 
Virginia.) 

From these authorities it appears that the following conclu- 
sions can be drawa and beyond controverayt, . 

1—It scems certain that the John Price of Henrico County 
mentioned in Burke’s history, was the same who lived on the 
“Neck of Land’? in Charles City County, which was uear to 
Jamestown. 

2—That John Price, with Mary, his first wife and Wiliam, 
their son, came over in 1620. It is presumed that John Price’s 
home was destroyed with many others at the time of the James- 
town Massacre, May 1622. It seems that Mary was slain at this 
time or she did not live long after corning to America. William, 
the son, is found in 1623, at College Land, near Jamestown, and 
there raised a family. 

3—Ann Mathewes, a young girl of about seventeen win- 
ters, came over in the ship Francis Bonaventure in August, 1620. 
(There sceins to be some reason for doubting that she was the 
daughter of Capt. Samuel Mathewes since the authorities agree 
that she arrived on the Bonaventure during 1620, While Hotten's 
List gives the date of Capt. Samuel Mathewes as 1622.) John 


. could not resist her gracious manner, her sterling qualities and 


vomealy character, so soon found himself pledging his heart and 
hand, which were accepted by the young gir] of tender years, and 
in 1624 in the Muster of Charles City we find John Price, aged 40, 
and Ann, his wife, aged 21, with Mary, their daughter, aged 3 
months. 

4—As John Price owned land at this early date near the 
‘Falls of James River,’’ it seems beyond dispute that he was the 
progenitor of the Henrico family of Prices. 

John Price lived on the ‘‘Neck of Land’? in Charles City 
County, which was near to Jamestown, and later, near the 
‘‘Falls of James River.’’ Both he and his son William, who 
lived at ‘‘College Land,’’ were planters, home builders and as- 
sisted in the founding of a Colony, but it is only in their muster 
that we find them in service. 

All those colonists not indentured servants and not of the 
servant class, were mustered into service to help build the 
Empire, and of these Gentlemnen Freeholders, John Price was one. 

It is therefore a source of gratification, as well as satisfaction 
to know that our ancestors Jeft their native land, in the Old World

Matt, one feather bed and furniture, which she shall have her choice of in the 
bedroom, two pewter dishes, one bason, and ten plates, all of them marked with a 

P and six earthen plates. Item - I lend to my aforesaid wife during her widowhood 
my land and Plantation whereon I now live also my tract of land I purchased of Simon 
Walton also four negroes named George, Hanover, Phebe and Joshua and also my cart 

and two yoke of oxen, my wife's choice of sixteen heed: cattle, my stock of horses, 
sheep, hogs, and fowls, my plantation utensils, all of my household and kitchen 
furniture also the whole of my crop that may be pending at my death and also the 
whole of my crop that may be in my house with all my meat that may be in the same. 
Item - I give and bequeath to my son Jennings one negro boy named Harry to him 

and his heirs forever to be possessed by him at my death. Item - I give and bequeath 
to my son John, his heirs, and assigns forever, one negro boy named Peter to be 
possessed by him at my death. Item - I give and bequeath to my son. James, his heirs 
and assigns forever, one negro girl named Jerusha and her increase which he has now in 
possession to be possessed by him at my death. I also give to my said son James the 
land and plantation whereon I now live not including the land I purchased of Simon 
Walton to be possessed by him at the expiration of my wife' widowhood, then to him 
and his heirs forever. Item ~ I give and bequeath to my daughter Betsey Van Amburg, 
her heirs and assigns forever, one negro girl named Bett and her increase which she has 
now in posseasion to be possessed by her at my death. Item = I given and bequeath to 
my grandson, Archer Fowlkes, who its now living with me, to him and his heirs forever 
one certain tract or parcel of land lying in Charlotte County containing four 

hundred and forty acres be the same more or less which I purchased of William H. 
Robertson - also one negro boy named Little Jerry (son of Phebe) one negro girl 

named Sarah to be possessed by him when he becomes of age or marrys. My will and 
desire is that my grandson, Archer, shall continue to live on the plantation whereon 
I now live with my wife - and that the negroes I have bequeathed him should continue 
on place with my wife until he becomes of age or marrys. Item - I will that if my 
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grandson, Archer, should die before me becomes of age or marrys that what I have 
bequeathed to him should fall into me estate and be equally divided among my children 
to wit: Jennings, John, Henry, William, James Sarah Thompson, Molly Hudson, Nancy 
Betts each of them as one legatee - my grandsons, John Price, Charles Price and 
William Price, the three as one legatee to them and their heirs forever. Item - I 
will that my executor or administrator sell my negro woman named Rachel and the money 
arising from the sale of her to be equally divided among all my daughter Jerusha 
(deceased) children to them or their heirs. Item - I’will that my executors sell my 
negro man Jerry and the money arising from the sale of him that my executors shall 
pay out of the said money twenty five pounds'apiece to each of my sons, to wit: 
Jennings, John, Henry and William to them and their heirs forever and if there should 
be any money left after paying twenty five pounds apiece to the above ment toned sons 
that it shall fall into my estate for use of supporting my wife in her widowhood. I 
will that all the residue of my estate except the land I purchased from Simon Walton 
be equally divided among my children or their heirs, to wit: Jennings, John, Henry, 
William, James, Sarah Thompson, Molly Hudson, Nancy Betts, each of them a legatee 
nominating and appointing all my daughter Jerusha's children as one legatee, and 
nominating my grandsons, John Price, Charles Price, and William Price, as one legatee 
to them and their heirs forever to be possessed by them after the expiration of my 
wife's widowhood. Item - I will that the land I purchased from Simon Walton at the 
expiration of my wife's widowhood, be sold and the money arising from the sale be 
equally divided among the children that I shail mention, viz: Jennings, John, Henry 
William, Sarah Thompson, Molly Hudson, Nancy Betts, aach of them one legatee, 
all my daughter Jerusha's children as one legatee, and my three grandsons John Price, 
Charles Price and William Price one legatee to them and their heirs forever. I 
do hereby appoint my son Jennings Fowlkes, Henry Fowlkes, and my beloved wife, 
Judith Fowlkes, Executors of this my last will and testament. I will that nothing 
herein contained be misconstrued for want of Turn or form in law.

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GEORGE JACOB PRICE

The progenitor of the Price family of Lexington County, 
South Carolina is believed to be George Pryse, who arrived 
in Charles Town, with a wife and an eighteen week old child 
late in 1752, aboard the ship JOHN AND MARY. They were 
German by birth. Judging from the ages of his children, 
George Jacob was probably born about 1730. 

As was. the custom of the time, George Pryse received a 
150 acre bounty land grant in Granville near the Savannah 
River. The land may not have been suitable for farming 
because a 100 acre land grant:was granted in Saxe Gotha 
township in 1765 and that is where the family ultimately 
settled, near land of John George Crap's family, Crepps 
(Craps) had , crossed the Atlantic aboard the same ship with 
him. The second grant became the center of “Priceville". 
That land was granted to Jacob Price. 

Since this,. land has passed down to George Price's 
descendants, . George and Jacob Price must have been the same 
man. Further credence is given to this theory because 
grandsons of George's were named George and Jacob as were 
many of their descendants. In addition, some of the 
records of George Price's Rawl and Taylor grandchildren in 
Georgia, refer to their mother Katherine Price Rall 
Taylor's father as Jacob Price. Yet Katherine's tombstone 
records her father as George Price. 

George Jacob Price's wife's identity is not known, 
Land grants of 250 acres indicate a man with a wife and 
three children, but only two of his children are known. 
They were George Price, known as Captain George Price, and 
Katherine Price Rall Taylor. The other child either died 
young or was a girl. No other Price males of this’ gene- 
ration have left surviving records in Lexington District. 
It is not known when George Jacob Price died.

Captain George Price, son of George Jacob Price, was 
born about 1760. One of his grandsons, Josiah Snider, in 
the 1890's, wrote extensively about him and his family. 
Thanks to Josiah's journal, the Price family was recon- 
structed with a much greater degree of accuracy than would 
have been possible without it. However, there is no con- 
crete evidence as to the identity of the Captains wife. 
The only record available on her is the date of her 
funeral, Friday, the 6th of September, 1839, from REV. 
GODFREY DREHER'S JOURNAL. 

The South Carolina State Archives Revolutionary War 
File AA6116 contains a file of the existing records for 
Private George Price. He served in Philemon Water's 
Regiment for a number of months in 1779, 1781, 1782, 1785 
and 1786. He probably served for the duration of the war 
since many of the records for the war did not survive. 

In 1787, George Briess (Price) and Jacob Roll (Rall) 
were among the petitioners for St. Martin Lutheran Church, 
THE HISTORY OF THE LUTHERAN CHURCH IN SOUTH CAROLINA states 


that St. Martin was located "near the mouth of Hollow 
Creek." This bit of information was very important for two 
reasons. The spelling of Briess indicates that George 


Price was indeed German as family legend contended and 
since Jacob Rall was George's brother-in-law, there is no 
doubt that Briess was Price. 

MEMORIALIZED RECORDS OF LEXINGTON DISTRICT, SOUTH 
CAROLINA, 1814-1825, records several land transfers by 
George Price as follows: 205 acres of lahd on the waters 
of the Saluda purchased from Hartwell Hart in 1805; 300 1/2 
acres sold to George Price, Jr. in 1818, also on the waters 
of the Saluda; in 1816, George Rall bought 15 acres of land 
from George Price; and in 1820, Amos Banks, Esq. (Sheriff 
of Lexington District), sold 100 acres, onsHolly Creek, to 
George Price. Herein lies the only clue to the possible 
identity of Captain George Price's wife. This last land 
transfer was a partition of the heirs of H. (Henry) 
Oswalt's estate. It is likely that George's wife was the 
daughter of Henry Oswalt. 

JOSIAH SNIDER'S JOURNAL states that George Price was a 
captain during the War of 1812. He is supposed to _ have 
served in Charleston, South Carolina during the conflict. 
He probably served in the Lexington County Militia also. 

Snider's writings also include a list of Captain George 
Price's children. There is no recording of the Captain's 
death date, but census records show that he died between 
1830 and 1840. He and his wife are buried: in one of the 
family cemeteries in unmarked graves.

Gautier man 
celebrates 100 years | 
with family, friends

PASCAGOULA — A century 
worth of memories was shared 
as friends and family gath- 
ered at First Presbyterian 
Church in Pascagoula Satur- 
day to honor Richard Price, 
who will turn 100 Monday. 

Price, of Gautier, has lived 
through 17 different presi- 
dents, two world wars, the 
space race, the advent of the 
automobile and Internet and 
so many other accomplish- 
ments since 1904. 

“It’s a long time but I’ve 
made it,” said Price, who 
moved to the Coast with 
Kathryn, his late wife of 62 
years, after World. War I and 
taught at the Gulf Coast Mil- 
itary Academy. He later 
taught history and math in 
’ Pascagoula from 1945-55 and 
then taught in Alabama until 
his retirement in 1965. 

As a kid in Cincinnati, Price 
held his first job picking 
strawberries for a nickel an 


hour and as an adult during 
the Depression, loaded steel 
and later worked as an 
inspector in a milling machine 
company, among other things. 

A slide show complete with 
pictures and passages high- 
lighted Price’s celebration Sat- 
urday as well as a scrapbook 
containing even more memo- 
ries, all of which he said he 
cherished. 

There was also a table with 
items invented in 1904, 
including ice cream cones, tea 
bags and the Teddy bear. 

His granddaughter, Paige 
Zemina-Northcutt, remembers 
traveling from Florida and 
spending summers with her 
grandparents going on their 
Gautier bayou boating and 
fishing and playing dominoes 
and cards. 

Her grandfather’s “great 
work. ethic” rubbed off on the 
whole family, she said, as did 
his popular sense of humor. 

“He’s such a funny guy,” she 
said.

“He is absolutely awesome, 
and he sure loved his 
Kathryn, that’s for sure, and 
he sure is a gentle man,” said 
Mike McLaughlin, adding 
that Price is also a wonderful 
storyteller. , 

“I go over there all the time 
just to hear all the stories.

The McLaughlins also 
appreciate Price’s work as a 
master gardener, something 
he kept up until a few years 
ago.
